Hold Military Talk 


GENEVA, May 28 (UP)—East 
and West agreed in principle to- 
day, at an extraordinary morn- 
ing conference of experts, to 
hold military talks in Geneva 
shortly to draw lines for an In- 
ochina cease-fire. 


The West offered to begin the 
military discussions at once, 
without waiting for agreement 
on whether Viet Nam, one of 
the three Associated States of 
Indochina, can be treated sep- 
arately from Laos and Cambo- 
dia, as the West demands. 


But three sharp disagreements 
still remained_.as barriers to end- 
ing the Indochinese war. 


In a two-hour session, devoted 
to sorting out conflicting pro- 
posals for ending the fighting, 
experts of the nine nations con- 
cerned listed the points of 
agreement and disagreement. 

The principal point of agree- 
ment .called for representatives 
of the rival military commands 


where to regroup their forces 
when a cease-fire becomes ef- 
fective. 

But the experts also listed 
these major differences: 

1. The Communists do not 
distinguish between the three 
Associated States of Indochina

2. ‘The Communists are 
rigidly demanding a “re- 
grouping” of forces in Laos 
and Cambodia as well as Viet 
Nam.

The 
West says acceptance of that 
proposal without adequate 
guarantees and controls 
against shipment of Chinese 
and Russian supplies to the 
Reds would leave the French 
Union forces as vulnerable as 
sitting ducks. At present 80 
per cent of French Union sup- 
plies come from the United 
States.

WASHINGTON, May 28 (UP) 
—The Federal Reserve Board 
reported last night that indus- 
trial production, one of the 
weaker spots in the economic 
decline, has been improving. 

“The decling in industrial ac- 
tivity, which set in last summer, 
has slackened this year,” the 
board said in its May bulletin. 

Production of autos and major 
household durable goods, such 
as refrigerators and television 
sets, has “increased moderately.” 
The output of building materials 
and non-durable goods, such as 
clothing, held steady. Continued 
declines were reported in pfo- 
duction of iron, steel, ordnance 
and semi-fabricated metal prod- 
ucts.

Toll Now 98 — Carney 
Tells of Strange Ef- 
fects of Explosion on 
Carrier — Inquiry 
Opens Tomorrow.

' QUONSET POINT, R. I. May 
28 (AP)—The death toll mounted 
today in the disaster of the air- 
craft carrier Bennington as addi- 
tional critically burned seamen 
succumbed at Newport naval 
hospital. 

The number of dead stood at 
97 this morning. Nearly 40 are 
still in critical condition. 

Adm. Robert B. Carney, Chief 
of Naval Operations, surveyed 
the battered carrier yesterday 
and said he found “freakish and 
unique” effects of the explosions 
and fire. 

He donned coveralls and spent 
‘an hour checking the blackened 
compartments of the 32,000-ton 
vessel, which was hit by two un- 
explained explosions and a fire 
early Wednesday. 

No Hint of Sabotage. 

Carney said that characteris- 
’ tics of the blasts were “freakish 

‘and very unique from anything 

I have seen,” but added that 

there is “no basis” for assum- 

ing they may have been caused 
_by sabotage. 

Pressed for details on the un- 
. 4asual effects left by the blasts, 

e said he saw “fabrics and 

structural objects near one an- 
‘other, some showing (effects 
of) heat and others no heat at 
_-all.”

“Yet,” he said, “deprived of 
that leadership, these young- 
sters got themselves organized 
and did a superb job of rescu- 
ing their shipmates. It was an 
excellent commentary on the 
discipline of the Bennington 
crew.”

WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) 
—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said today 
that he is going to continue to 
get information from within the 
Government wherever he can, 
‘and to protect the sources of 
that information. 

Discussing the White House 
statement McCarthy § said: 
“I hope to remain in the Sen- 
ate and see many Presidents 
come and go. Regardless of who 
is in the White House — and 
there is nothing personal in- 
volved in this—as chairman of 
the Senate Investigations sub- 
committee I am charged with 
the important duty of giving the 
American people a clear picture 
of the operations of their Gov- 
ernment. 

“I will continue to get infor- 
mation from every source pos- 
sible on graft, corruption, Com- 
munism and treason and con- 
tinue to expose them.” 
McCarthy said he did not dis- 
pute Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell’s stand that the Attor- 
ney General is charged with en- 
forcing the laws. He said the 
committee’s responsibility, how- 
ever, “is to expose any cases 
where there is failure to enforce 
the laws.” 

“Only those with something 
to hide can worry about what 
the committee exposes,” he de- 
clared. 

“There seems to be a great 
deal of confusion,” he went on, 
“on the part of some of our 
friends in the Executive Depart- 
ment. 

“Because of the duties they 
perform, they seem to think 
they are entitled to secrecy. If 
we are to do the job assigned 
to us under the congressional 
reorganization act, we must be 
able to get information freely 
from the Executive Depart- 
ment.” 


McCarthy said that in no 
case had anything made public 
by his committee “ever damaged 
the national security and that 
will continue to be my policy.” 

The Senator said he recog- 
nizes that he has “a heavy duty 
to the Republican party.” 

“After yesterday's happenings 
at the hearings it is clear that 
the Republican party is the 
hope of the nation,” he said.

He saw French Ambassador

States delegate, last night. To- 
day he planned talks with U.N.

egates. 

Khoman said he wants the 
council to set up a subcommittee 
of the U.N. Peace Observation 
Commission to make the Indo- 
china survey. He suggested five 
nations be chosen—India, Pak- 
istan, New Zealand, Uruguay 


,}and Sweden. 


Khoman was sent here from 
Geneva by Thailand’s foreign 
minister, Prince Wan Waitha- 
yakon. Prince Wan told news- 
men in Geneva last week Thai- 
land wanted to place the Indo- 
china question before the secur- 
ity council. 

There was little indication of 
how much support Khoman was 
getting for his project. He 
made no comment on his talk 
with Lodge, but said he was 
hopeful France would not oppose 
placing Indochina before the 
council, as it has in the past. 
The big question was Russia. 
Khoman said he had no idea 
what the Soviet reaction would 
be. He added that Thailand 
had not decided what to do if 
Russia vetoes the project. 
Russia and Czechoslovakia 
are members of the 14-nation 
Peace Observation Commission 
created by the U.N, Assembly 
in 1950. Some Western dele- 
gates have speculated that a 
subcommittee might be formed 
which would include Asian 
countries but no Communist 
lands. 

Khoman said he expected the 
Indochina kingdoms of Laos and 
Cambodia, which border on 
Thailand, would invite the sub- 
committee to come to their 
countries.

McLaughlin said chief 
complaint against the towing 
away of illegally parked cars was 
that the fee to recover the cars, 
$6.68, was “too high.” Besides 
the fee, motorists have to pay 
fines of $1 for the parking vio- 
lations. 

McLaughlin said he thought a 
traffic ticket wolud be sufficient 
for violators, rather than the 
additional penalty of the towing 
charge. Moreover, he said, he 
did not think automobiles 
should be towed away. 

Complaints Increase. 

When new parking regulations 
went into effect downtown last 
week, the number of automo- 
biles towed. away for parking 
more than one hour increased 
greatly, leading to many more 
complaints. Many of the com- 
plainants said they arrived as 
their cars were being hoisted 
by trucks but police insisted the 
cars be towed away. 

Alderman Raymond Leisure, 
Seventh ward Democrat, intro- 
duced a bill at the request of 
the Park Department to increase 
fees for use of the municipal 
golf courses in Forest Park.

Also within the village were 
a number of as yet unlocated 
“subterraneans,” that is, deep 
trenches in which stores of guns 
and ammunition are ‘concealed. 

We learned all this from na- 
tionalist Viet Namese_ secret 
agents and from the battalion 
chief of the Viet Namese na- 
tional guard. For the people of 
the village would not talk to us. 
They were terrified. 

Men and woman stood silent- 
ly in rows, simply shaking their 
heads as from time to time I 
paused and, through the inter- 
pretation of the provincial chief, 
put a question. 

“They are afraid of reprisals 
if they talk,” said Thanh. “Viet-

Adenauer Sees Truth. 

It is West Germanys Chancel- 
lor, Dr. Konrad Adenauer, who 
has seen the true nature of the 
tragedy and has expressed it 
more sensitively than most 
others. 

Dipping into astrology for his 
metaphors, Dr. Adenauer warned 
the federal German Bundestag 
that there are “grave dangers” 
involved in any new postpone- 
ment of European co-operation. 

“Specifie and benevolent con- 
stellations do not last forever 
in history,” he said, “and recur 
only seldom. The best of plans 
must remain only theory if the 
nations permit these proffered 
opportunities to slip away un- 
used.” 

The moment in history at 
which some form of genuine 
European unity might have been 
possible is very nearly at its 
end, if it has not slipped away 
already. 

French fears of, and one could 
almost say French paralysis at 
the thought of, a rearmed Ger- 
many are at the core of the 
delay. Yet four years ago, when 
the idea first was considered 
seriously, it was the Germans 
who could not be convinced of 
the necessity of joining in their 
own defense. 

Since then, partly as a matter 
of Allied policy in which the 
United States has taken the 
lead, and partly from their own 


immense intrinsic resources, the 
Germans again’ have become a 
major power in Europe. 
The mn of Germany. 

The question no longer is the 
amount of influence the Ger- 
mans will exert, buts whether 
that influence will be-expended 
for the common aims of Western 


Europe and its NATO allies in- | born 


cluding the Germans or along 
some uncharted course of their 
own and, perhaps, toward a new 
disaster. 

The European army was to 
comprise elements of six nma- 
tions, Western Germany, France, 
Italy, and the Benelux bloc of 
The Netherlands, Belgium and 
Luxembourg. France, and Italy 
so far have refused to ratify the 
treaty which their representa- 
tives signed in Paris two years 


ago. : 

West Germany was the first to 
do so. 

Yet much more than the Euro- 
pean army is at stake. The coal 
and steel pool, or Schuman plan, 
as it often is called, has been 
functioning among these same 
six nations for more than a year, 
but its survival is most unlikely 
by itself. 

Parliament Would Be Lest. 

If the European army is al- 
lowed to lapse and the Schuman 
plan structure collapses in its 
wake, the boldest and most 
hopeful concept of all would also 
be lost. This is the European 
political community, an interna- 
tional legislature within whose 
framework the army, the steel 
pool and vartous other proposed 
agencies would operate. 

Sound and sensible statesmen 
believe that the European parlia-. 
ment is the very last hope. If it 
can only be brought into being, 
they feel, no matter how shaky 
and infirm its initial foundations 
may be, the European parlia- 
ment may generate the dynam- 
ism, the soaring appeal that 
alone can preserve it. 

The one bright spot in this 
otherwise gloomy month was the 
announcement in Paris that the 
six Foreign Ministers had reach- 
ed an important agreement. 
When and if the European par- 
liament is established, it will be 
chosen by general and direct 
elections throughout the six par- 
ticipating countries.

The benefits to which I re- 
fer and which have received 
powerful impetus from the 
spectacle of the inquiry are 
these: it 

1—The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration finally has been pushed 
into standing up for itself 
against congressional encroach- 
ment. The President has seen 
his good will taken for weakness 
and at last he has acted to de- 
fend his executive rights and 
responsibilities under the Con- 
stitution and thereby to keep 
secure the separation of pewers 
between the executive and the 
legislature. Time was when Ad- 
ministration subordinates, when 
called before senatorial investi- 
gations, seemed to have as little 
support as the Christians who 
were thrown to the lions, But 
that time has passed and morale 
within the executive branch is 
slowly but wisely coming back. 

2—A new, enforceable code 
of fair procedure for congres- 
sional investigation committees 
cannot long be delayed. The 
leaders of both parties have 
seen and admitted the necessity 
for corrective action. Seventeen 
resolutions proposing reforms 
in congressional investigations 
have been introduced into the’ 
House and Senate from Jan. 3 
to May 27. On behalf, of the 
whole Senate Republican Policy 
Committee Senator Homer Fer- 
guson of Michigan, its chairman, 
advanced a series of seven pro- 
posals to govern committee 
practices and this week 17 sen- 
ior Democratic Senators and 
one independent introduced the 
most . ambitious set of rules 
changes yet advanced. 

There is no doubt that the 
politicians are convinced that 
the public is convinced that 
something ought to be done and 
I doubt if this session of Con- 
gress will pass without remedial 
action. 

Both these results will be all 
to the good. Certainly the Mc- 
Carthy committee took every 
gesture of co-operation from the 
Administration as capitulation 
and abandonment of the Presi- 
dent’s autherity. When Secre- 
tary Stevens offered the com- 
mittee his right arm, it wasn’t 
long before it wanted his head. 

This Administration mood of 
being willing to give up almost 
anything rather than risk contro- 
versy with McCarthy began the 
very first month when the Sena- 
tor acted to take over negotia- 
tions with the Greek ship own- 
ers. When Harold Stassen de- 
murred and ventured to suggest 
that this was infringement on 
the constitutional responsibilities 
of the executive for the conduct 
of foreign policy, he was actual- 
ly rebuked by the President for 
standing up for the President.

(Rep.), Kansas, chairman of the 
House Agriculture Committee, 
and its ranking Republican 
members, Representatives Au- 
gust Andresen of Minnesota, 
William Hill of Colorado and 
Charles Hoeven of Iowa. They 
had brushed aside White House 
messengers and asked for the 
appointment because they want- 
ed to explore the situation with 
the President face to face. 

The President had with him 
Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son, who is promoting flexible 
price supports. Senator George 
Aiken of Vermont, chairman of 
the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee, sides with Benson, but the 
Aiken committee as of now 
stands 8 to 7 in favor of a one- 
year extension of 90 per cent 
parity supports.

Cyprus for the Greeks? 


- To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Greece’s announcement that it 
Plans to lay before the United Na- 
tions its claims to the island of Cy- 
prus, and the statements by the Brit- 
ish government indicating this island 
should be annexed by Turkey, raise 
many interesting facts. 


Cyprus, strategically located in the 
Mediterranean, derives its name 
from the ancient Greek word Ku- 
pros, from which we get the word 
copper. In ancient times the island 
was the principal place of worship 
of the Grecian goddess Venus, who 
is said to have risen from the sea 
nearby. A splendid temple to Venus 

_ Was built at Paphos on Cyprus. 


History records Cyprus belonged to 
the Phoenicians, Greeks, Egyptians, 
‘+ Persians, Romans, Saracens, Vene- 
« tians, British and Turks. King Rich- 
ard of England took it from the Sara- 
cens in 1191. The people of Cyprus 
were ruled by their own kings for 
over 300 years. until 1498 when it 
Was conquered by the Venetians. The 
Turks took it in 1571 when their 
armies over-ran Europe to the gates 
of Vienna. 


Faced with the prospect of war 


-« with Russia in 1878, Great Britain 


obtained rule over Cyprus by enter- 
ing into an agreement calling for 
the payment of an annual rental to 
Turkey. This agreement held until 
‘Cyprus was annexed outright by 
Great Britain at the outbreak of 
World War I. 


This, then, is the historical back- 
ground of Cyprus, a bloody battle- 
ground through the ages because of 
its strategic location.

Serious Threat to Housing 


Is the public housing program going to be 
killed because the Supreme Court has ruled out 
segregation there as in public schools? 

This unfortunate possibility arises because 
Senator Maybank of South Carolina and other 
Southern Democrats have suddenly turned 
against public housing in resentment of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision. We earnestly hope they 
will reéonsider. It would be a bitter tragedy if 
men who had been staunch defenders of publicly 
aided low-rent housing and slum clearance should 
now ally themselves with the front men for the 
real estate lobby to kill the program—solely be- 
cause of the segregation issue. 

Throughout the South there has been a heart- 
warming readiness to approach soberly, thought- 
fully and constructively the problem of carrying 
out the Supreme ‘Court’s opinion on school seg- 
regation. Very few persons now seriously sug- 
gest abolishing public schools rather than per- 
mit them to be unsegregated. It is just as out of 
joint to suggest abolishing public housing unless 


it be segregated. 
e . *. 


The Southern Democrats are traditional de- - 


fenders of states’ rights. On the public housing 
issue they ought to carry states’ rights one step 
farther. They should resolve to respect, first, 


_the wishes of the cities which in the final analy- 


sis have the power to decide whether they want 
public housing on any terms, and,.second, the 
wishes of those low-income families in urban 
slums who would occupy public housing. 

No law compels any city to participate in the 
public housing program. If its citizens felt so 
deeply on the segregation issue that they pre- 
ferred no housing to unsegregated housing, they 
could simply stay out of the program. But it 
would be unfair, because of their feelings on this 
issue, to kill the program for all other cities 
whose citizens might feel differently. 

Likewise no law compels any low-income fam- 
ily to occupy public housing once built. If any 
such family felt so deeply on the segregation 
isste that it preferred no housing to unsegre- 
gated housing, it could simply decline to occupy 
any project under the federal program. If a great 
many families so decided, then the city in ques- 
tion might choose to have no public housing. 
But why not leave the choice to the families 
who would actually be affected? Why decree that 
no family anywhere shall enjoy the benefits of 
public housing because some families in some 
cities might wish to establish segregation?

Senator Maybank and other Southerners have 
been associated with the public housing program 
for many years because they believed in the 
social values it represezits, in a concerted attack 
upon urban slums, in fighting crime, delinquen- 
cy, and disease through good housing. All of 
these values know no color line, It would be a 
shame to give them up over a segregation issue 
which, with time and patience, can be resolved. 

As Chicago’s experience has shown, the segre- 
gation + question in public housing is by no 
means confined to the South. All regions to- 
gether must learn to apply the great principles 
of the Supreme Court opinions in many aspects 
of urban life. In the course of this process, great 
and vexing problems will have to be solved in 
the North as well as the South. 

But is that any reason for killing social pro- 
grams like public housing? Must governments 
hold themselves aloof from public services sim- 
ply because equal protection of the laws de- 
mands that these services apply to all citizens 
alike? The courageous thing to do is to proceed 
with public housing in good heart—and to meet 
its incidental problems patiently and equitably 
as they arise.

The arrival in Washington of Haile Selassie I 
on a state visit will recall for many Americans 
that Ethiopia was the first victim of totalitarian 
aggression in 1935. A lot of water has passed 
down the Blue Nile since then. And how are 
things today in Ethiopia? 

That nation has not forgotten what aggression 
means. It supplied a battalion for Korea. Nor. 
has it forgotten friends. Our Point Four special- 
ists are at work in agriculture. American planes 
and trucks are supplying needed communica- 
tions and an American company is drilling for 
oil. An American banker advised on a price 
control system. And English has replaced French 
as the second language to Amharic. 

Until most of the people can read, however, 
it will be difficult for Ethiopia to modernize 
her army, as she is trying to do, or to improve 
the democratic process. Haile Selassie granted 
a constitution in 1931 but the Emperor and 
the government are still synonymous. The gov- 
ernment, however, is attacking illiteracy. It has 
abolished the exclusive teaching rights of the 
Coptic (Christian) Church and established some 
500 schools. 

As a modest introduction to the visiting and 
Conquering Lion of Judah, Haile Selassie I, 
this is baka, which in Amharic means enough. 
Now, anybody know the word for welcome? 
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What’s This All About? 


Dr. Ralph J. Bunche is one of the most dis- 
tinguished of living Americans. He holds a 
Nobel Prize. He is the highest ranking repre- 
sentative of the United States at the U.N. secre- 
tariat. His service in Israel is one of the out- 
standing diplomatic efforts of our times. Yet 
Dr. Bunche spent two days before a Loyalty 
Board and at one of the sessions Walter White, 
executive secretary of the Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, devoted an 
hour and a half to testifying to Dr. Bunche’s 
loyalty. The board now reports there is no rea- 
son to doubt his loyalty. Just what was going on? 
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Tip on Tipping 

Tipping has been a custom for so long that 
it comes as something of a surprise to learn that 
65 per cent of the people questioned in a recent 
survey definitely disapprove of it. And organized 
labor has opposed tipping since as far back as 
1896, when the Journeyman Barbers Interna- 
tional Union of America condemned it as “hu- 
miliating and degrading.” So says an article in 
The American Mercury. 

The New York Times is eminently correct 
when it says: “It would seem that the organized 
workers would be willing to end the tipping evil 
in return for better wages. . . ” The AFL 
Hotel and Restaurant Employes and Bartenders 
International Union has unequivocally expressed 
itself to that effect. So has an employers’ organ- 


ization which ought to know something about © 


tipping, the. American Hotel Association. 

One million, eight hundred thousand workers 
in this’ country depend on tips for the major 
part of their income, according to the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. These tips have 


_ been estimated to amount to some $750,000,000 


a year. Workers who depend on them suffer a 
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special kind of insecurity. The Industrial Com- 
missioner of New York,-Edward Corsi, says with 
justification: “Tipping is unworthy of labor in 
the twentieth century.” 


A Question of Perjury 

Now that Roy M. Cohn has repeated under 
oath the charges of the McCarthy side against 
Secretary of the Army Stevens and Army Coun- 
sel Adams, the issue is joined. Who is telling 
the truth? Who is telling lies? — 

Presumably Senator McCarthy will repeat 
many of the same statements so that it is now 
the same as the Stevens-Adams word against the 
McCarthy-Cohn word. All this after each has 
taken the oath to tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth. ~ 

This means that the hearings have already 
produced grist for the justice mills of Attorney 
General Brownell. He must take these conflict- 
ing testimonies and see whats to be presented 
to a grand jury for possible indictments. 

There can be no ducking this responsibility. 
Mr. Brownell managed to find an excuse to do 
nothing about the Hennings subcommittee re- 
port on Senator McCarthy’s peculiar financial 
and other dubious dealings. 

That was before the Wisconsin demagogue 
attacked the Eisenhower Administration openly. 
That was before he revealed himself as the pos- 
sessor of a faked copy of secret data which he 
said he got from an Army officer, but which he 
might have obtained from someone in the FBI 
where his connections are very intimate.

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Senator Johnson Flies Qut 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson of Colorado has 
called off further hearings on his resolution to 
bar Anheuser-Busch, Inc., from owning the St. 
Louis Cardinals. The game is over and the 
Cardinals won this one. 

The trouble with the Johnson resolution was 
that it was aimed at the Cardinals and their 
owners and nobody else, and might have helped 
the Western League, which the Senator heads, 
but probably nobody else. , 

Senator Johnson was naturally concerned be- 
cause big league broadcasts in his territory are 
hurting minor league baseball. And baseball 
should protect the minors to help the majors 
in the future. But the problem exists around 
the country and not only in the Western League. 

Moreover, Senator Johnson did not prove his 
contention that “beer and baseball don’t mix.” 
Plainly the Cardinals are being used to pro- 
mote one brand of beer and to many this will 
seem unfortunate. However, as August A. Busch 
Jr., testified, his brewery bought the Cardinals 
to keep them here. 

Mr. Busch deserves credit for strengthening 
the club, for crossing the race barrier and 
bringing in hard-hitting rookies, for a bold deal 
for a pitcher and for improving the ball park. 
To that extent beer and baseball have mixed. 

In any case, St. Louis’s main interest is to 
have a good ball club, even if its batters light 
up that center-field beer sign as if they had hit 
the jackpot on a pinball machine. 
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A Crucial Test 


Missouri’s non-partisan court plan is headed 
for a most crucial test in the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City. The outcome will have an im- 
portant bearing on whether or not judgeships 
in this state shall again become the playthings 
of politics that they were before the court plan 
went into effect in 1940. 

The situation grows out of a stalemate that 
has developed between Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
and the, Jackson County Judicial Commission, 
a body set up under the court plan to submit 
nominees for vacancies on the Circuit Court 
bench in that county, Twice in the last nine 
months the commission has submitted the same 
three ane of three nominees each from which 
the vernor was expected to appoint three 
new Kansas City circuit judges. 


Each time the Governor has rejected the 
panels, calling upon the commission to recon- 
sider its nominees and submit new lists more 
acceptable to him. He contends the panels are 
made up of Republicans and anti-Donnelly 
Democrats. Each time the commission has re- 
fused on the ground it lacked the power. 

In an unprecedented move the Kansas City 
Bar Committee asked the Supreme Court to 
break the deadlock. The court has agreed. The 
question before it is whether the commission 
has the power to reconsider its nominees. 

If the court holds that the commission has 
power, then the non-partisan plan will have 
suffered a grievous if not fatal blow. For ob- 
viously a patronage-minded Governor need only 
reject list after list until finally getting the 
names of those he was determined to reward 
with a place on the bench. , 

As we have pointed out before, we have no 
desire to praise the work of the Jackson County 
Commission, ror do we ignore the facts of the 
situation in which Mr. Donnelly found himself. 

When this is said, the preservation of the 
court plan remains more important than per- 
sonalities. 
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Carroll Reece Rearranges the Past

Between Book Ends 
The Franks’ Great King 


CHARLEMAGNE: THE LEGEND AND THE MAN, 
Bs Oy ae Lamb. (Doubleday & Co., 320 pgs., 


Perhaps the greatest of the Charle- 
magne legends is one that persists even 
to this day, 1100 years after his death, 
and is uttered wistfully whenever the 
world situation is particularly black. It 
runs something like this: If only Charle- 
magne had succeeded in fusing the na- 
tions of Europe into one enduring 
Christian kingdom, the history of 
Europe, and of mankind, would have 
been different. This is less a legend, 
however, than a dream, and Mr. Lamb 
is primarily concerned in his bock with 
the fabulous actuality of the man. 

It is not as colorful a story as, say 
this author’s biographies of Genghis 
Khan and Tamerlane, /t is true that 
Charlemagne was a great conqueror, 
having fought 52 campaigns in the 46 
years he ruled the Franks. But he was 
a godly man, too, and admired learning. 
These are subtle things to set beside the 
victories of the sword. Moreover, since 
there is a good deal of documentation 
on the Great King dating from his own 
contemporaries, Mr. Lamb has not been 
able to employ his ranging imagination 
as freely here as in the other works 
mentioned. 

According to Einhard, the dwarfling 
monk, Charlemagne was a huge man, 
almost seven feet tall, who commanded 
respect by the sheer force of his person- 
ality. “He was so eloquent,” wrote 
Einhard, “he might have been a teach- 
er.”. It would be no exaggeration to 
call him the Superman of his day, 
whose prowess not only persisted but 
became magnified after his death. 

Mr. Lamb traverses the salient facts 


of Charlemagne’s life, lending flesh to 


the bare bones of history, painting in 
backgrounds, and using dialogue to 
heighten the immediacy of his narra- 
tive. The effect is to recreate the Great 


coc, “hago uch like the imperial fig- 
ure he must have been. So much for 
the man. 


The legend is something élse again. 
Charlemagne’s son, Louis, succeeded 
him, but the Frankish empire crumbled 
very rapidly, and as it did so, the 
legends grew. They were, I suppose, 
the equivalent of our own yearning for 

the good old days.” Two hundred 
years after his death Charlemagne was 
still inspiring the barons of France: his 
a waxed ever mightier in song and 


ory. 

Today it is hard to separate the life 
from the legend, but Mr. b has 
made a-good try. He is right in con- 
cluding that Charlemagne’s greatest 
legacies to posterity were his moral 
aims rather than his material conquests, 
Not until the Crusades did those ideals 
flower in Europe again.

The Best in Murder Plots. 


REDERICK KNOTT'S hit stage play, “DIAL M FOR 
F wvrpre.~ one of the best and most cleverly concocted 

detective plays in many years, has been turned into a 
first-rate suspense movie under Director Alfred Hitch- 
wt cock’s hand, and is showing at the FOX 
‘A494 = = THEATER. 

The play has been followed closely so 
that none of the sound construction, the 
absorbing development is lost. Ninety- 
five per cent of it still takes place in the 
flat of Tony Wendice, faded tennis star, 
who is planning to murder his wife for 
her money. There is a little emphasis for clarification— 
closeups of the all-important keys to the flat, camera 
angles on the attempted murder by the hired assassin and 
his death instead at the hands of the frantic victim who 
grabs a pair of scissors from a desk and stabs him, an im- 
pressionistic montage of the trial of the wife after Wendice 
frames her for murder in which the ominous voices of 
her accusers are reflected in her face. 


Hitchcock had done this in 3-D and was supposed to 
have carefully arranged his composition for depth effects, 
but for reasons best known to themselves, Fancho and 
Marco, Fox managers, have chosen to show the film in the 
usual flat style so that is lost. Therefore, what we have is 
Hitchcock just letting the actors act. And they do that 
very competently indeed. 7 

To me, Ray Milland as Wendice didn’t show the charm 
and devilish cleverness that luminated Maurice Evans’s per- 
formance on the stage, but if you accept his cold and stoical 
approach, it is satisfying. Grace Kelly is excellent as the 
wife, and Robert Cummings is very acceptable as her 
American admirer. John Williams repeats his adroit per- 
formance of the dry detective inspector from the Broadway 
play, and Anthony Dawson of the play is again the gentle- 
man blackguard hired as a killer. 

This is a slick and absorbing drama that relies on 
psychology and insight for its impact rather than melo- 
dramatic chills. 


Desert Life Close-up 


Walt Disney’s “THE LIVING DESERT,” at the SHADY 
OAK and RICHMOND THEATERS, is an expansion of his 
“Trye-Life Adventure” naturalist series of half-hour films 
into a feature length one 72 minutes long. This study of 
life among the denizens of the Great 
American Desert east of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas is tremendously fascinating. Through 
patient color photography we see closeup 
the raw struggle for existence among the 
animals, birds and reptiles that manage 
to survive in this harsh and beautiful land, 
and the great forces of nature at work. 
There is horror, humor, grimness and some spelibinding 
photography. 

There is a ferocious battle between a Pepsis Wasp and 
a tarantula, after which the victorious wasp, with incredible 
strength, drags the paralyzed victim to its nest to lay an 
egg on it and thus continue the wasp’s life cycle. Two huge 
male tortoises battle clumsily for the affections of a female. 
A beetle is beaten by another male in a courtship battle, 
but himself fights off a tarantula by biting its arms with 
its pincers. Two scorpions do a courting dance which is 
amusingly set to square dance music. Wild pigs chase a 
wildcat up a giant cactus. A red-tailed hawk kills a rattle- 
snake in another stark struggle. A plucky kKanagroo rat 
forces a sidewinder rattlesnake into retreat by throwing 
sand into its eyes. A roadrunner offers comic relief. Im- 
mense swarms of bats emerge from their cave at nightfall 
and are dived on by a hawk. There are beautiful shots of 
Monument Valley, Death Valley, the Salton Sea and its 
bubbling hot mud springs. There afe awesome scenes in a 
storm and a flash flood, rising to a virtual Niagara of a 
waterfall and finally subsiding into the desert. There is 
the annual miracle of the wildflowers which blanket the 
savage land. 

Great credit is due the photographers who made this, 
headed by N. Paul Kentworthy Jr. and Robert H. Crandall, 
Paul Smith’s musical score adds immeasurably to the 
sequences, both for dramatic and comic effect. 

With the feature is a cute 20-minute Disney cartoon, 
“Ben and Me,” which gives a mouse’s-gye view of Benjamin 
Franklin. 


Psychological Suspense Drama : 


That distinguished British actor; Ralph Richardson, 
makes his debut as a director, in “MURDER ON MONDAY,” 
at the PAGEANT, as well as starring in it.

Lightning Safety 


By Glen'R. Shepherd, M:D. 


ESPITE vulnerability to bombing, city dwellers have 
D one advantage over suburban and rural folks. They 

are comparatively safe from lightning during thunder- 
storms. Automobiles, except convertibles, and busses are 
also safe places when lightning strikes, even on open high- 
ways and hills. 

Even if you do not live in the country, you may va- 
cation in some rural area, so a little knowlege about light- 
ning safety may save your life. 

Spring and summer are thunderstorm seasons, espe- 
cially in the Midwest and the eastern half of the United 
States. The A.M.A. Journal just published an abstract of 
the “Code for Protection Against Lightning” prepared by 
the National Bureau of Standards. 

ee oe: 

LAST YEAR A MAN WAS KILLED by lightning while 
leaning against a tree along a creek having, many other 
trees beside it. Usually we think of the lone tree on a hill 
as being the dangerous one during lightning. It usually 
is, but not the only one. According to the code for pro- 
tection against lightning, if you have to take shelter under 
a tree, stay several feet from the tree trunk and do not 
touch it. 

The code gives the following rules for personal safety 
during a thunderstorm: 

Do not go outdoors or remain out during thunderstorms 
unless necessary. Stay inside of a building where it is dry, 
away from chimneys, fireplaces, stoves and metal objects. 

If there is any place of shelter during a thunderstorm, 
choose in the following order (the safest is first): 

Large metal or metal-frame building. 

Dwelling or building protected against light- 
ning. 

Large unprotected building. 

Small unprotected building. 

If remaining out of doors is unavoidable, keep away 
from the following: ’ 

Small shed and shelters in exposed locations. 
Isolated trees, 

Wire fences. ; 
Hilltops and wide open spaces. 

Seek shelter in a cave, a depression in the ground, a 
deep valley or canyon, the foot of a steep or overhanging 
cliff, in dense woods, or a in a-grove of trees (but stay away 
from contact with tree trunks).

A WOODEN BOAT in the middle of a large lake is a 
dangerous place during lightning. So is the middle of an 
open field. / 

Your all-metal auto, a steel railway coach and a steel 
building are among the safest places during lightning. Be- 
cause a convertible auto has a cloth instead-of metal top, it 
isn’t nearly as safe. 

Whether or not you are safe from the huge energy 
discharge of lightning depends upon the height of nearby 
electrical conductors. If you ‘stand in an open field, you 
are the highest conductor available and might serve as the 
discharge point for the lightning. A metal building or car 
surrounding your body protects you just as lightning rods 
on farm buildings help protect them.

Romney Brents New Opera Role 


He Was Actor in 1945, Now He's Stage Director for Coming Season; Has Varied Career

HE St. Louls Municipal 

Opera was just a dream and 

still a year away from be- 
coming a reality back in 1918 
when a Mexican-born cadet at 
Western Military Academy in 
Alton, Ill., used to come to town 
with his fellow students, march 
in formation behind the school 
band through the downtown 
streets and end up in a theater 
balcony to watch outstanding 
stage stars of the day. 

Today, the cadet is gray- 
haired and he long ago gave up 
marching, but he’s still as fasci- 
nated with the theater as he 
was in 1918. He is Romney 
Brent, a former Muny Opera 
actor, who has come back this 
season as stage director, charged 
with the responsibility for pull- 
ing together the strings of the 
1954 season, beginning June 3 
with Irving Berlin’s “Call Me 
Madam.” 

Brent is already at home in 
his Forest Park office, going 
over scripts, rehearsing. princi- 
pals for the first show, con- 
ferring with dance directors and 
musicians and preparing other- 
wise for his backstage debut. 
He anticipates the normal quota 
of headaches before the lights 
go up on the new season, but 
the minute the first show is on 
the boards,’ he’ll forget that one 
and go on to the next. In fact, 
he doesn’t expect to catch up 
with himself all summer. 

When he finally does, along 
about the end of August, he 
plans to head south of the bor- 
der for a vacation in his na- 
tive Mexico, visiting with his 
five sisters who once threw up 
their hands in horror at the 
thought of an actor in the fam- 
ily and now “can’t be pried 
= from hackstage."

Bridge

OME of the most important 

factors of bidding are totally 

unappreciated by most play- 
ers.. Take the case below for 
example. The point involved is 
a subtle one, but it nevertheless 
plays ‘or rather, can play) a 
vital part in many sequences of 
bidding. 

West, dealer. 


Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 

West North East South 
1¢@ Dble. Pass 2h 
Pass Pass Pass 


South made four-odd at his 
club contract, but his side could 
have taken the same number of 
tricks at no-trump, for a vul- 
nerable game. 


Strange though it may seem, 
it was East who deserved a 
large measure of credit for the 
fact that the enemy did not 
reach this no-trump game con- 
tract. This may appear to be 
a weird observation, consider- 
ing that East did nothing but 
pass, but that is precisely the 
point. The all-important phase 
of the matter is this: What 
would have happened in normal 
course if East had “acted” as 
so many players in his position 
would act—i.e., if he had un- 
dertaken to bid two hearts over 
North’s double as a mild shut- 
out effort? 


This is a common practice 
with such hands as East’s but 
consider the effect in the case 
at issue. When East passed, 
South’s two-club response was 
anything but encouraging to his 
partner; but if East had bid two 
hearts, South certainly would 
have overcalled with three clubs 
on h®® seven-card suit; and then, 
encouraged by that free action, 
North surely would have ven- 
tured to three no-trump. A very 
aggressive South might have 
have jumped to three clubs any- 
way over East’s pass, but this 
was a questionable action, and 
at least East did not force an 
opponent into what would have 
been a successful bid. 


Such subtle points as this 


have far-reaching implications 
in bridge.
